British TV-Men 
See New Markets 
In Canadian Video 


Britain's radio interests are 
planning to move in on Canada’s 
non-existent television market in 
the near future, according to re- 
ports from London. 


British radio and TV manufac- 
turers say they are ready to turn 
out any type of equipment for 
Canadians in direct competition 
with United States firms. 

Despite the fact that Canada's 
television market is only confined 
to those people in range of United 
States stations on border points 
the British manufacturers see a 
big future for the industry in this 
country. 

Plans are already under way to 
adopt British designs to the Unit- 
ed States type of screen (525-line 
screen as compared to the British 
405-line screen) and the Old Coun- 
try firms are confident they can 
compete with United States sets in 
quality and price. 

Britain has long been a pioneer 
in the TV field. Regular television 
broadcasts were started in 1936 
and although further development 
was restricted by World War II, 
British manufacturers are driving 
to spread video throughout the is- 
lands. 

Today 12,000 television sets a 
month are being built in Britain 
and new stations are rapidly being 
set up. 

The British aren't losing any 
time getting a foothold in Cana- 
dian markets. Already one firm is 
negotiating with CBC for erection 
of Canada's first TV station in To- 
ronto and possibly another in 
Montreal.

Sangudo Taxpayers 
Seek Showdown 


SANGUDO. Sangudo taxpay- 
ers are determined to have the in 
creasing tax burden more equi- 
tably placed, Since the incorpora- 
tion of the village land only has 
been taxed, and this system has 
been conspicuously in favor of big- 
ger business. 

Here is a striking example of 
this inequality: A progressive, up- 
to-date general store, the buildings 
of which cover most of the lot, is 
paying a tax of $100, while a va- 
cant lot of the same type in the 
same block is paying a tax of 
$100. 

In an effort to get a measure 
of relief for the oppressed group, 
a second meeting of viflage tax- 
payers was held Tuesday evening 
A carefully prepared report recom- 
mending as a remedy the imposi- 
tion of taxes on land, improve- 
ments, business and non-property 
owners gainfully employed was 
presented, and after keen discus- 
sion, passed by a large majority. 

A copy of this report, certified 
by the chairman as passed by the 
taxpayers’ meeting, has been de- 
livered to the secretary-treasurer 
of the village. Also delivered to 
the secretary-treasurer is a peti- 
tion signed by 40 taxpayers asking 
for & more equitable tax levy 
the same to go into effect thi: 
year. 

It is hardly conceivable that 
these requests will be ignored by 
the village council, A new assess- 
ment has been ordered by the 
minister of municipal affairs, and 
in the making of this new assess- 
ment the expressed wishes of the 
taxpayers are almost sure to be 
carried out. 

By doing so the village council 
would go a long way in making a 
more equitable distribution of the 
tax burden and at the same time 
avoid a_ stiff battle should an- 
other attempt be made at a single 
tax levy.

Sangudo Man 
Drowns in Rescue 


FLIN FLON.-—- One young man 
is dead, and another was saved in 
a rescue attempt, in the first 
drowning of the season here. 
Arthur Vlad Liss, 24, second son 
of Mr. and Mrs. John Liss of 
Sangudo, Alta., was drowned about 
nine o'clock Monday evening at 
Phantom Lake, two miles south of 
here. 

He met death while trying to 
rescue Albert Pogue, who was un- 
able to swim after falling into the 
water from a boat. The boys were 
fishing at the time. Pogue was un- 
conscious when taken from the 
water by James Oliver Shand, who 
with Pogue's brother, was on an 
island nearby. 

According to the story told by 
Albert Pogue, the four boys had 
caught some fish and Shand and 
Pogue's brother landed on an is- 
land to cook the fish, while Liss 
and Albert Pogue continued fish- 
ing. The boys on the island saw 
fire in the boat and Shand paddled 
on a surf boat towards the flames. 
Pogue's recollection of exactly 
what happened is vague, as he is 
suffering from shock. 

His pants caught fire from a 
cigarette flame he said and he put 
his feet in the water to extinguish 
the flames. He fell in and Liss at- 
tempted to get him, and circled 
him twice, with the boat. Unable 
to graps him, Liss jumped in and 
told Pogue to hold his coat tail 
That is all Pogue remembers.

DRY WEATHER 
BRINGS MORE 
FOREST FIRES 


Northern Alberta’s second ser- 
ious outbreak of forest fires con- 
tinued to rage through bushlands 
and timber last week as the driest 
June in 55 years drew to a close. 

With rainfall and moisture at 
only 38 per cent of normal fires 
easily gained footholds in tinder- 
dry parklands of the north. 

Last week fire-fighters from 
two provinces combined forces to 
battle a forest fire raging over 1,- 
000 acres in the Lac la Biche area. 

Bulldozers and men from Al- 
berta and Saskatchewan moved in 
to check the Lac la Biche fire and 
by this week vere able to keep it 
down except for isolated out- 
breaks. 

Ten new blazes which had flared 
up last week were kept under con- 
trol by the province's fire-fighters 
who had been on the go since early 
May. 

“One day’s rain is all that is 
needed to beat the fire threat 
now,” provincial officials said. 

This week, fire outbreaks were 
confined to Lac la Biche, Lesser 
Slave Lake, Grande Prairie and 
Whitecourt. Most serious blaze was 
at Whitecourt, near Isoegun Lake, 
but a crew of 14 men kept the fire 
from spreading. 

Anxiously scanning the sky for 
rain clouds, the province's fire 
fighters knew it would be touch- 
and-go to keep the blazes under 
control until the rains came.

Damage is worst to summer- 
fallowed land in such dry years as 
this one, as tons of arid soil are 
picked up by winds and blown off 
the farmland. 

To help combat soil erosion, 
the federal department of 
agriculture has begun using 
aerial surveys to photograph 
farmland and find out whether 
it is any good or not.
